GRENADA. 
THEN AND NOW. 

Special Diapatoh 78 The Tribune. 

Sr. Lou, Aug. N. EM. W. H. Hart, 
daughter of a prominent St. Louis merchant, 
arrived nere this morning from Grenada, having 
left there yesterday morning. Her husband 
died a week ago from the terrible aisease. 
During an interview with reporter this after- 
noou she said: “Grena@\ up to the present 
time was alwavs considered a very healthy citys 
In fact, in 1873, when the fever was raging 1 
Memphis, it was made the retreat of all those 
who desired to avoid the scourge. It is a very 
pretty little place, and was until two weeks ago 
a thriviug, populous, and gay town. No one 
ever dreamt the fever would come there, and 
when an old lady on the main street died of the 
biack vomit 

THERE WAS * EXHIBITED, 
and no alarm felt. (Gregada then had a popula- 
tion of 2,300 persons.” 

“Ana bow many of these are left now!“ 
asked the reporter. 

* Well,” said Mrs. Hart, “ when 1 left them 
Sunday morning there were two preachers (and 
she marked them off on her fingers), one Odd- 
Fellow (another finger was added to the first), 
two ministers, and two members of the Huward 
Association, making seven in all, and these are 
the only persons left in Grenada. Those are 
the only persons who are well of those who 
were in Grenada four weeks ago. The others 
are 
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DEAD OR DYING 
or got away from the tows when the first scare 
took place. Few were to be seen on the street. 
and only the deiirious cries of the stricken and 
the low whispers of the @urses and physicians 
were heard on the stress. 

„It was a sad thing to think of,” said Mrs. 
Hart, “that Grenada, whi¢h had always held its 
doors wide open to the refugees from Mem- 
phis and New Orleans, should thus close them 
against the poor sufferersy and it was awful to 
see the trains that we hal been used to see 
stopping every day at our verv doors hurrying 
through the town at the rate of thirty or forty 
miles an hour, with 

CLOSED WINDOW AND BARRED DOORS, 
as if Grenada were a veritable black hole, and 
the slightest breath of us atmosphere were 
reeking with death. But so it was. The rail 
reads would not stop at all in the town, but 
rush through it. Gen. Walthal. who had been 
counected with the road, was telographing for a 
whole day to have a train stopped in order that 
he mnignt get his farsily on, and, when the train 
came up, the depot vas 
LITBRALLY ALIVE WITH PEOPLE, 

and in two minutes after the «ars had stopped, 
that being the time agreed upcn, the depot was 
bare of a living being. All bad packed them- 
selves into the coaches, and were soon wheeling 
away beyond the reach of the scourge. . The 
opinion of the physicians and of a great many 
persons is that it is not vellow fever at all, but 
some indescribable plague. Persons who have 
had the yellow fever, you know, are not so 
much liable to a second attack, but this disease 
makes no distinction. Nurses who have had 
the yellow fever before have gone down, and 
the usual fever treatment appears to be 

PERFECTLY FRUITLESS. 
It is of a terribly malignant type. 
itself lasts seventy-two hours.“ 

Mrs. Hart said: The placne spread rapidly 
until all were down, except those enumerated.

THE FIRST CASE—THE DEADLY DITCH 
GRENADA THAT POTSONED MR&. FIELDS. 
Grenada Letter to New York Times. 

There is one feature of the place that is just 
now of great interest. This is the town sewer 
or drain. It is a simple ditch dag from the bill 
at the west, and running from southwest to 
northeast until it empties into the Yalabusha 
River. No one from Grenada claims that it was 
a scientifically-vonstructed sewer. With a 
depth of but a few feet, it was protected from 
the waste of sudden or prolonged storms by 
planking. Over it was thrown a rough cover of 
logs and boards, somctimea covered with earth, 
but in places uncovered. Before reaching 
the Yalabushba it collected in its narrow limits 
the drainage from stables, cesspools, 
and probably from privies. It is not perfectly 
straight, and it appears to have been a not un- 
common thing for the hogs, which roam nere, 
as elsewhere in the South, at their own sweet 
will, to occasionally wander into its dark twists 
and turns, and fret themselves to death in the 
effort to get out again. Their carcasses would in 
time fester, and the stench would eventually be- 
come so great as to compel a search for its cause. 
The toor of the drain is impaired and is not level. 
and pools of stagnant water and filth collected 
upon it. Some olfensive odors were complained 
ot cariyin duly, and Mayor Miiton put men at 
work to clean out the sewer, as it was feared 
ite comlition was such as to endanger the 
public bealth. Ihe laborers uncovered the 
drain, made a search, and, it is said, found 
several carcasses of bows. (en. Walthall say 
that Mayor Milton denied this report, but an- 
other juformant declares that the carcasses were 
lound, and were flung out on the ground. and 
left to rot in the sun betore burial. Pools of 
filth were found, and particularly under a fiv- 
ery stable near the public square. It was while 
thisdrain was under repair that the fever ap- 
peared in New Orleaus, and the tide of travel 
began to set north Mrs. Fields, living in De- 
not street, received a dress from New Orleans 
by express about July 10. Several passengers 
irom New Urieans were in the place about the 
samme time, and some of them stopped at the 
Walthall House, opposite Mrs. Ficid’s resi- 
dence. When Mrs. Fields complained, a few 
days later, of pains in her head, of peculiar 
scusations in her limbs, and was compelled to 
send for a physician, no One thought of being 
alarmed. The sick woman was attended by 
liuches, who treated the case as one of malaria! 
fever. She died on Sualy 2. Wherever the 
gern of the disease in her case might have 
come from, it may be important to state that 
she lived very pear the town drain and to the 
spot where it was uncovered by the workmen 
who were cleaning it.

On Satur- 
day night betore this, groups of anxious persons 
gathered about the — and hailed every 
physician to Know what was thougut of the 
prevailing disease, but none would admit it to 
be yellow fever. The proclamation caused a 
sinking aud sickness at heart of the white popu- 
latiomyandamoment of paralyzing fear was 
followed by u dene of hasty departure by all 
who could travel by rail or could procure con- 
veyauces to take them into the country. dust 
ut this time the railroad company became alarm- 
ed, and ordered that no trains be permitted to 
stop at Uren ala. The wagons came aud went, 
and tue 2,200 population®was rapidly reduced. 
The negroes number about half the entire pop- 
ulatiou, and most of them remained later. Not 
more than 400 whites faced the fever, and many 
of these did so because their friends 
were already prostrated and needed assistance. 
Monday, Aug. 12, Mayor Milton called a meet- 
ing. Very few persons attended it. It was 
hastily resolved to call upon Memphis and New 
Orleans for assistance. The help asked for 
came promptly. Drs. Mandeville and Veazie 
arrived from New Orleans with about twenty- 
five nurses,and the Howard Association, of 
Memphis. sent down a body of narses, black 
and white. They all went at their work brave 
ly, but the fever spread’ in spite of their ex- 
ertions, and increased unril there were two 
patients for every nurse. The cases all cropped 
out so thickly along the line of the sewer, and 
and the pearer to this drain the shorter the 
iliness and more hopeless the case. The 
Mavor lived not far trom the sewer, 
and he was au earlv victim. He went 
home from the public meeting on Monday feel- 
fu¢ ill. At night the fever had set m. On 
Wednesday he was dead. and was hurried tu a 
hastily-made grave. ‘There are two graveyards 
in the towp. Onc is on the hill at the west, and 
the other is east of the railroad. The hill ceme- 
tery has been the only one in ase in recent 
years. The old one was more convenient, how- 
er, and the gravediggers were set at work there. 
They have had plenty to do, and have already 
put under the ground the fairest of Grenada’s 
population. The Lake family is nearly wiped 
cut. Several young ladies, who have had more 
than a local reputation as belles, have been as 
swiftly and as rudely hidden in new-made 
graves as the poor loafer about the depot or the 
children who were Dlasted by the pestilence 
they did not know enough to fear.

Carro, III., Aug. 27.—Two cases, and two 
only, of yellow fever have thus far occurred in 
this city. One was a deck-hand off the famous 
tow boat John Porter, who was admitted to the 
Merine Hospital July 12, ana died two davs 
later. The other was a young man named Lewis 
Ciarke, who, with his parents, was fleeing from 
Memphis, end arrived here Aug. 15 on the 
James D. Parker. The day following he was 
taken ili, and he died Saturday night last. He 
was attended by a professioual fever nurse, and 
received the attention of our best phy- 
sicians. Among the latter there were 
differences of opinion regarding the case, 
and the Board of Health reported it as a case 
of bilious fever, with suspicious surroundings, 
but the weight of testimony seems to be in 
favor of yéow fever in both instances. The 
bodies were buried immediately, the bedclothes 
and other articles destroyed by burying, and 
the surroundings thoroughly disinfected. 

Resident physicians, as well as Dr. Rauch, of 
the State Board of Health. who has been in the 
city for two davs past, do not anticipate any 
spread of the disease from any cases that have 
or may appear in the citv. Quarantine regu- 
lations continue strict, and the danger daily 
grows less. Weather cool and pleasant.

WASHINGTON. 
YELLOW-FEVER DPISCUSSION IN CABINET. 
Apectal Disvatch ta The Tribune. 

Wasutneton, D. C., Aug. 27.—At the Cabinet 
meeting to-day, the sellow fever was the prin- 
cipal topie discussed. Urgent appeals from 
Vicksburg for aid were read, and the Secretary 
of War was again authorized to do whatever he 
could to relieve the suffering and destitute. 
Additional rations and tents will be forwardcd, 
but army surgeons will not be detailed to visit 
the infected districts, as most of them being 
unacclimated could be of no use, besides there 
is no authority for sending them. 

The ravages of the plague also influenced po- 
litical action at the Cabinet to-day. Ex-United 
States Senator Pease, of Mississippi, has been 
Postmaster at Vicksburg since the expiration of 
his Senatorship. He has been removed for reasons 
connected with the Southern poliey and his suc- 
cessor, Hill, commenced last night. However, 
a dispatch was recetved stating that Postmaster 
Pease and his family had been stricken with 
vel ow fever. Orders were immediately tele 
graphed to Hill 
NOT TO ENTER UPON THE DUTIES OF HIS OFFICE 
on Sept, 1, as he was to have done, but to wait 
orders. The Department does not. wish to 
Withdraw the salary from the afflicted family of 
Pease, which may be their only prop in the 
great calamity. 

There have been most extravagant rumors to- 
day as to the existence of yellow fever here at 
Providence Hospital. Two men were 
taken there supposed te have the fever, and the 
physicians who first preacrived for them treated 
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for it. Dr. Basil Norris, kowever, an army: sur- 
geon who has had considerable experience with 
yellow fever, examined the cases and states 
absolutely that they 
ARE NOT YELLOW-FEVER, 

but they are mild cases of intermittent or 
malarial fevers, which at ordinary times would 
attract no attention. The patients were New 
Orleans and Memphis refugees, who bad just 
arrived here, and were of the lower classes. 
The authorities would not be surprised at any 
hour to tind that some persons passing through 
from the South bad been seized with the fever. 
There are no fears that yellow fever could be- 
come epidemic here, and the city is regarded as 
a safer place than Philadelphia or New Yorx. 

The health authorities to-night meued a 
bulletin, earnestly calling upon citizens to clear 
their premises of slop and debris or any kind 
of decaving vegetables in order that the city 
may be absolutely clean. 

THE MAILS. 

The Post-Office Department has taken no 
stens toward disinfecting the mails. The medi- 
cal authorities bere have not agreed that any 
disinfection is necessary, or that yellow fever 
can be conveved by mai!-matter. The authori- 
ties of the Marine Hospital Service seem to 
think letters do not communicate fever. and are 
in constant receipt of mail-matter from infected 
districts in Cuba, which they do not aisinfect.

NORTHERN CITIES. 
ARE THEY EXEMPT!—THE RECORD OF YELLOW 
FEVER IN THE PAST. 
Lica Heraid, 

The improved sanitary condition of Nortbern 
cities, rather than their geographical altitude, 
should be regarded as our best protection 
against the loathsome disease wiich now rests 
upon Southern communities. There is a popu- 
lar belief that yellow fever does not spread 
with malignaut character so farinto the North 
as Philadeiphia, New York, and other Nortbern 
cities, but facts in history dispel this pleasing 
delusion. New York has been sorely afflicted 
iu the past. In 1798, when the population of 
the city was 50,000, about 2,500 people died of 
this disease. In 1503 there were 1,639 cases in 
the city, 600 of them proving fatal. The next 
year the scourge took off over 700 people, and 
the next year, 1805, 275 cases were iataj. In 
1822 the city was threatened with widespread 
destruction, but by prompt and thorough man- 
agement the disedse was so contined that it did 
comparatively littic damage. People left the 
city by thousands. The infected districts were 
fenced m literally by high board fences, so that 
only six cases appeared north of Fulton street. 
The disease ran from the middic of July to Oc- 

tober, when cold weather rather than medical 
treatment, probably, cut short its career. 

In 1811 Perth Ambov was attacked, and in 
1819 Middletown, Conn., suffered severcly. 
Philadelphia, in the latter part of the last 
eeutury aud the first portion of the present ove, 
was more than once alllicted with the malady. 
In 1793 there were 732 deaths in that city, in 
17% as many more, and in 1798 the disease car- 
ried off no less than 3,506 of the then small 
number of people in the city. From 1806 to 
1553 the disease appeared at mtervals. In the

Toronto, Aug. 7.— Ihe complete report of 
the Government Superintendent of Insurance is 
published. The fire insurance of Canada last 
vear was done by thirty-one comparies,—thir- 
teen Canadian, fiiteen British, aud turee Ameri- 
can; marine, by seven Canadian and one Ameri- 
can; accident, by four Canadian and one Ameri- 
van. Besides these, there were one Canadian 
Guarantee Company, one American Piate-tilass 
Insurance Company, aud two Canadian Steam- 
Boiler Insurance Companies transacting busi- 
ness. Liie business was distributed amongst 
thirty seven companics,—seven Canadian, 
seventeen Britisn, and thirteen Awmeri- 
can. of these, one Canadian, 
four Britash,and two American had ceased 
taking new business, and others have ceased 
since March last,—the date of the new Insurance 
act. At the date of the issue wf the report, 
July 31, 1878, the companies taking risks were 
but twenty-two in number—sixtcen Canadian, 
ten british, and six American. The net amount 
of fire business at the close of the year was 
$420,300,000,—an increase of nearly $16,000,00U 
over 1876. Of this, the British companics 
secured an increased share of $30,000,000, but 
the Canadian and American suffered a decrease 
of $14,000,000 and $595,000 respectively. 
The premiums received amounted to 83. 764. 00, 
and the losses paid were $3,400,000. (Gain or 
improvement is reported during 1877 in the fol- 
iowing companics, to tue amounts named, viz. : 
Agricultural Mutual $3,972, Anchor Marine 
$5,061, Quebec $41,700; and loss or depreciation 
during the year was sustained by the toliowing: 
British America $35,326, Canada Agricult- 
ural $225,403, Canada ire and Marine $79,308, 
Citizens’ $198,231, Isolated Risk $9,749, Na- 
tional $131.737, Merchants’ Marine $16,625, 
Ottawa Agricultural $47,533, Provincial $77,762, 
Royal Canadian $592,250, Stadacona; $463,779, 
Western $73,919. These enormous losses were 
paid by Britisu and American companies with- 
out drawing from the invested assets in Canada. 
The great fire in St. John was the chief cause of 
the uufavorabie results above mentioned. It is 
shown by the Iuspector that the conflagration 
was far greater than any European onc since 
1847. The question of rates is one which 
troubles prudent insurance men in Canada. 
An eflort is being made in Toronto, by means 
of the Fire-Underwriters’ Associatiom, to adjust 
the prices of insurance with some regard to the 
hazard; and some outstanding companies have 
recently joined jt. This will do much to remove 
the-seomaty of dffcring prives for similar risks 
accepted by the same compauy 1. different 
cities and towne. 

The Monetary Times this week says: ** Mutual 
Bevefit Societies in this country have generally 
proved a delusion. Those adopted by Odd- 
Feliows and Free-Masons have outlived many 
others, but still they, in the course of time, 
succumb, as life-insurance cannot be purchased 
at less than cost by auy society.“

Chicago elevators now contain 5,318,329 
bushels of grain,—a very large quantity for 
this time of the year,—and stocks are accumu- 
lating rapidly, about 30 per cent of the above 
named quantity being added during last 
week.

An instance of genuine Christian kindness 
is reported in connection with the action of the 
Post-Office Department in the matter of the 
‘Vicksburg Postmastership.

Arrangements have 
been made for organizing the relief work on 
a national plan by means of constant com- 
munication with other cities of the North 
respecting the amount of contributions ob- 
tained. In this way, and through the daily 
reports of the necessities of the fever dis- 
tricts, the work of ameliorating human suf- 
fering can be carried forward intelligently 
and systematically, and there will be no ces- 
sation of charity so long as thé terrible pes- 
tilence continues to bring death and destitu- 
tion in its train. 
An important meeting of prominent New

Fifty millions of 44 per cents have been 
sold for gold for redemption purposes, and 
forty millions of 4 per cents for the same, 
and the Secretary says he has abundance of 
coin on hand to commence and maintain re- 
demption. Two and a half millions of 4 per 
cents were sold on Monday last, which will 
save $50,000 a year of interest on this one 
day’s sale. And yet the anti-resumptionists 
and fiat fools want to put a stop to this great 
work of saving interest. They gabble about 
taxing the bonds. Is not a dollar saved in 
reduced interest as good as a dollar of 
tax levied on a bond? Every 1 per 
cent bond sold yields the Govern- 
ment as much money as a 2 pcr 
cent tax on a 6 per cent bond.

NO SEVEN-THIRTIES WERE EVER LEGAL; 
TENDERS. 


It is a difficult matter to treat with pa- 
tience those persons who deliberately ignore 
facts for the purpose of making out any par- 
ticular case in hand, and especially after the 
facts have been plainly and unmistakably 
set before them. Whether or not the 7-30 
Treasury note-bonds issued by the Gov- 
ernment were lgal-tender, is a mere ques- 
tion of fact, and ought to be finally disposed 
of on the authority of the law and the Treas- 
ury officials who were charged with the 
execution of the law. The evidence of both 
the law and the officials is to the effect that 
not one dollar of these 7-J0 notes or bonds 
was a legal-tender, and yet in the very face 
of this incontestible proof the flatists and 
their reckless organs reiterate that the entire 
authorized issue of $800,000,000 was legal- 
tenders! On the very same day that Tue 
Tumon prints the testimony of United 
States Treasurer Grurmian; of Mr. Mo- 
Puerson, Chief of the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing; of Mr. Burn, Chief of the 
Loan Division; of the records of the Treas- 
ury Department, and of the very plates on 
which the 7-30 notes were printed,—all to 
the effect that not one of them was ever 
made legal-tender,—the Jnter-Ocean is im- 
pertinent and unscrupulous enough to re- 
assert that, ‘‘as a matter of fact, they were 
legal-tenders.” Such an assertion, under the 
circumstances, cannot be regarded as a mere 
mistake; it must have been a deliberately- 
uttered falsehood. The writer must have 
known he was telling a lie, but determined 
to stick to it and face it out because he had 
told it so often before. 

The purpose of this lie is to show that 
there has been a “ frightful contraction of 
the currency.” To make this out it is nec- 
essary to treat the issue of 7-30 bonds as 
United States legal-tender notes. It may be 
remarked that these 7-30s were retired 
before the close of the fiscal year of 1869, 
so that, even if they had been legal-tender, 
their withdrawal would cut no figure in the 
present complaint about a contraction of the 
currency. They were all out of the way 
four years before the panic. It was six 
years after they disappeared before anybody 
began to complain about any searcity of 
money ; indeed, the fact that their retire- 
ment did not excite any comment, and is only 
referred to now, nearly ten years after they 
disappeared, is the best evidence, aside from 
the testimony of thé law and Treasury offi- 
cials, that they never served as currency. 
The withdrawal of any such enormous sum 
of legal-tender or currency would have been 
felt at that time; people would not have 
waited ten years to refer to it. 

The /.-0.-U., not satisfied with falsely in- 

vesting the 7-30s with a legal-tender quality 
whichAhey never possessed, also alleges that 
„the banks held them as reserves, thereby 
releasing a like amount of greenbacks, and 
in various ways they took the place of green- 
backs toa large amount.” This is likewise 
a deliberate falsehood. Since the 7-30 bonds 
were not legal-tender they could not be held 
by the banks as reserves, for it was only legal- 
tender money which lawfully served for 
bank reserves. Moreover, even if these 7-30 
notes had been made legal-tender under the 
law authorizing their issue (by making the 
total interest payable at maturity), they still 
could not have been used by the banks 
as reserves, for the law (June 30, 1864,) 
reads at the conclasion of the second section : 
Nor shall any Treasury note bearing inter- 
erest, issued under this act, be a legabtender 
in. payment or redemption of any notes is- 
sued by any bank, banking association, or 
banker, calculated or intended to circulate as 
money.” They could not, therefore, have 
served to release any greenbacks that 
were required to be held by the banks as 
** reserves.” 

A correspondent of the /.-0.-U., not will- 
ing to lie outright as that journal does, says 
that they wore legal-tender in fact, and 
so used always while in the hands of the 
people.” This person evidently doesn't 
kaow what legal-tender means. Nothing can 
be legal-terfder in fact unless it is legal-tender 
by law. The function of legal-tender is to 
discharge indebtedness by the proffer of 
the currency which the law compels all men 
to take. The 7-30 bonds were never legal- 
tender in fact any more than any other class 
of bonds, because nobody could bo forced 
to take them for debt or forfeit his claim. 
When they passed from one person to an- 
other it was merely a matter of mutual 
agreement, just as when other bonds and 
securities are passed and voluntarily accept- 
ed in discharge of liabilities. Such was the 
caso when these 7-30 bonds were paid out to 


some extent to the army. Ir. Teo, 


Secretary of the Treasury, in referring to 
such payments, said “he availed himself of 
a wish expressed by many officers and sol- 
diers.” He did not try to force these non- 
legal-tender bond-notes upon the army; he 
gave them in cases where they were desired, 
and they were asked for as any other class 
of bonds might have been, because the 
soldiers and officers receiving them could 
send them home and have them put away 
to draw interest. So there may have been 
other occasional and exceptional transac- 
tions when 7-30 bonds were paid and 
accepted,—not as a legal currency, but only 
as the same transaction may occur to-day 
with the 4 per cent bonds, The great mass 
of them, however, sought the vaults, and 
were only taken out to cut off the coupons 
calling for semi-annual interest. 

Tue IJ. -O. -U. further says that, 80 far as 
the issue of 8234, 000,000 under the act of 
1864 is concerned, which it says could not 
have been made, if it will look at Secretary 
McCvuu.0cn’s report, page 38, Finance Report 
of 1866, it will find the exact amount to be 
231,400,000.“ Tae Trrsvne did not say 
that #234,000,000 of 7-30 bonds could not 
have been issued under the law of 1864; 
the ttatement was that no such amount 
could have been made (hal- tender un- 
der any circumstances, for the following 
reasons: The act authorized an issue of 
$200,000,000 in bonds and $200,000,000 in 
notes, and gave the Secretary of the Tréasury 
authority to make the notes legal-tender by 
complying with certain conditions. A sup- 
plementary act enabled him to issue notes 
in lieu of the bonds originally provided for, 
but prohibited his making this supplemen- 
tary issuelegal-tender; therefore there could 
never have been more than $200,000,000 of 
legal-tender 7-308 in any case. As a matter 
of fact, as several times explained, these so- 
called notes were all printed with coupons, 
the interest was paid semi-annually on all of 
them, and hence, by the terms of the law, 
not one dollar was ever legal-tender. This 
has now been absolutely demonstrated, and 
there can be no more room for doubt, dispute, 
or controversy about it. Yet we shall not 
be surprised if the /.-0.-U. and Sther “ fiat- 
ists go on lying about it just as if their 
falsifications had not been overwhelmingly 
éxposed. 


FAILURE OF THE CITY COUNCIL RING. 
The McCarrney-Warcer-Perio.tat Ring, 


which is seeking to oust the present con- 
tractors on the City-Hall and secure a new 
contract for its own benefit, with a half-mill- 
ion of dollars steal in it, met with another 
defeat when the resolution for stopping the 
work came up on the question of passing it 
over the veto. The Council leaders of the 
Ring endeavored to secure delay by referring 
the matter to the Committee because they 
had convinced themselves that they could 
not obtain the requisite two-thirds vote that 
night; but they were unsuccessful, and the 
veto prevailed in spite of the continued ad- 
herence of the original sixteen members to 
the cause of the Ring. The honest men in 
the Council proved themselves to be as ob- 
stinate as the Ringsters. 

The new Ring bas now met with three 
defeats ; but the people of Chicago are mis- 
taken if they suppose that the effort to carry 
out this contemplated robbery will be aban- 
doned. It looks ag though the delicate-color 
gang of Ring contractors, grog-sellers, and 
ward-bummers, who are so sorely offended 
because the two buildings may not be of the 
same precise shade of dinginess two years 
hence, will never abandon their hope of a 
steal till the building shall be completed and 
occupied. If they encounter defeat in every 
movement they make during the term of the 
present Council, they will endeavor to elect 
enough thieves to Aldermanic seats next 
spring to carry out their design of robbery. 
This will make the next municipal elec- 
tion as important as any that has ever 
occurred, and the taxpayers will need to 
be on the alert to defeat combinations for 
foreing the tools of the Ring upon them. 
To continue the work till spring and then 
onder its demolition, and give new contracts 
to the Wartxer-Perronat gang, will cost the 
city even more than if the Ring had been 
successful in its recent efforts to destroy 
what had been done on the structure. 

One of the penalties of popular govern- 
ment applied to municipalities is that the 
taxpayers must continually fight the thieves. 
In most civilized. countries one defeat of a 
gang of public plunderers would be enough, 
and the men found corruptly conspiring to 
bribe city legislators to break contracts and 
to involve a city in a loss of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars would be sent to jail. 
There would be an end of that particular 
gang at least. But with us the people 
must rely upon their own vigilance 
and wariness to elect men year after year 
who will honestly protect them from the 
vampires who are constantly on the lookout 
for public blood. Fortunately, in thé pres- 
ent case, the taxpayers have the law on their. 
side, as the original contracts are regular and 
binding. The Courts will refuse to set them 
aside, just as they have refused to set aside 
vicious contracts because they were regular. 
If the Ring had been able to secure the 
Council and Public-Works Committee in the 
first instance, there would have been no 
escape from its clutches, and the City-Hall 
would have cost as much as the County- 
Building; but asthe Ring failed to get in ahead 
on this work, there is a reasonable hupe that 
it may be kept out altogether, and that the 
City-Hall may be honestly and econom- 
ically constructed. 

BANKRUPT ACT--FOUR DAYS OF GRACE. 

There remain but four more days of grace 
for the luckless debtor. On the next blessed 
Sabbath morning the gate will be closed 
and the crowd outside will have to shoulder 
their burden. of old debts and trudge away, 
getting rid of them as best they can, unpro- 
tected as against the importunate assaults of 
creditors. It will be a busy week in the 
bankruptcy courts. Day by day the multi- 
tude pours in on foot and on horseback. 
„The woods are full of them.” Butchers, 
bakers, and candlestick-makers, tailors, gro- 
cers, commission men, speculators, minis- 
ters, lawyers, aud doctors, are rushing pell- 
mell with their noses all iu one direction, 
and as fast as their legs can carry them, 
some with assets and some without, and all 
with heavy loads of debts which they 
are anxious to dump into the court and wave 
as souvenirs of their esteem for their crodit. 
ors, It is a curious problem in finance how 
a person, not a newspaper man, can so con- 
duct business as to involve himself in a 
hundred thousand or so of debts and have 
no assets of any description. Where does his 
money go? ‘s the first ‘question. What 
place can he find so bottomless as to swallow 
the whole of it and not even have an old 
chair to indicate business? It was this fatal 
gift some men possess of sinking thousands 
so far into holes that not a penny of it can 
be found that helped to bring about the re- 
peal of the Bankrupt law, and yet, looking

man with no assets might as well be in | tobe 


bankruptcy court as ont of it, so far as his 
creditors are concerned. 

There are always some people destined to 
be late. Undoubtedly when Ganntzz. blows 
his trumpet some one will oversleep and ar- 
rive at the gate just too late to get in. There 
will be some people who will be too late to 
get into bankruptey, but if so it must be 
their own fault. They have had ample no- 
tice, All their neighbors, from the corner 
peanut seller tothe capitalist whom Kran- 
NEY Calls the lecherous and slimy imp of 
hell,” have been traveling the well-worn 
road for weeks and months past, and for the 
next four days the highway will be jammed 
with them. With such warnings all about 
them, if they are left out in the cold it will 
be their own fault, and they deserve no 
sympathy. 

Undoubtedly in this great procession there 
are many scotindrels who are rushing into 
bankruptey to avoid the payment of their 
just obligations and to swindle their credit- 
ors, and who will emerge from the adjudica- 
tion with well-feathered nests ; but as an off- 
set to this there are just as many honest but 
unfortunate men who deserve to have a 
chance to rub out and begin over aguin, and 
who but for the law might never have re 
covered sufficiently to get a new start. Tho 
former never would have paid ther debts 
anyway. The latter, when good fortune re- 
turns, may make restitution. The repeal of 
the law, however, will tend to make all con- 
cerned more careful. If there is no snug 
convenient bankruptcy court hard by to rush 
into and escape creditors, business may be 
conducted more carefully, honestly, and 
economically. At the least, it may 
said that the indncements for getting 
into deft and tho opportunities for 
getting out of debt will not be very 
flattering or abundant after next Sunday. If 
the repeal of the law shall have the effect to 
make business men more careful about rush- 
ing into wild speeulations and induce safer 
‘and more conservative methods of trade, it 
will not be regretted, however much the few 
who are behind time may suffer. A man 
staggering along witha load of debts and 
twisting and squirming to ge! out of them 
is not a very pleasant object to contemplate, 

nd we fancy that after Sunday next we 
shall see fewer of them, judging from the 
legion of those, who have wiped their slatgs 
dry, and are ready toagain commence the 
solution of the problem how to get enough 
to eat, drink. and wear, with no scores 
against them on the Dr. side of the slate.

In order to be perfectly certain that no 
seven-thirty bonds have ever been issued as 
Wal- tend. r. we requested the Washington 
representative of Iur Tun to make a 
careful investigation, and to examine samples 
of the bonds, and to interview officers of 
the Treasury in relation tNereto. He tele- 
graphed Tux Tame the result of his re- 
search, which appeared in yesterday's issue. 
We republish herewith his dispatch: 

Wasuineton, D. C.. Aug. 26.—The report in 
Woetern Greenback organs that 7-30 Treasurv- 
notes to the amount of 5800.000,000 were used 
as legal-tenders is emphatically denied by ail the 
Treasury officials in position to know anything 
of the subject. In order to verify the denial, 
a escearching mquiry was made to-day at the 
bureau of the Treasury which had to do with 
the construction of the law under which these 
notes were issued, with the mechanical work of 
preparing their issue, with the issue itself, and 
with the redemption of the notes, either by pur- 
chase or conversion. All of the guthoritics agree 
that not a single dollar of the 7-304 was ever 
legal-tender for any purpose, or that the Govern- 
ment ever received them in payment of any dues. 
The total amount authorised was $800, 000, 000. 
The law officers who constructed the laws under 
which these notes were sued say that it is true 
that ere wa clause in the uct which would 
have Permilige the Secretary of the Treusury to 
have Weated them as legal-tenders. Yet the 
Secretary never availed himself of that discretion, 
and the bonds were printed ina different form 
from tuat in which it would have beep neces- 
sary to issue them had the Treasurer designed 
to give them a tlegal-tender qualitg. To 
have been made effective and lawful as legal- 
tenders, the notes should have been issued with 
interest payable at maturity, or otherwise were to 
be issued wit semi-annual interest coapons. Not 
a single dellaf was issued with interest payable at 
maturity. There were only two plates made for 
these notes, —one to correspond with the earlier 
law, and the second adapted to tne latter law, 
which gives the Treasury the discretion to pay 6 
per cent gold or 73-10 currency. That was the 
difference im the tenor of the two plates. There 
were only two plates ever used, and they were 
plates of the coupon bonds. The bonds were all 
issued with five $emi-anpual interest coupon bonds. 
with the legend in the margin of the body of the 
note deciiring that the last six montns’ in- 
terest is payable with the note, prior installments 
payable only on presentation of the coupons there- 
for. United States Treasurer GiLriLLaN, who was 
at that time Chief of the Bond Division, says the 
Treasury notes all passed under his own personal 
supervision, and were redecmed through his bu 
reau. Mr. BAKER, present Chief of the Loan 
Division, says the records of his oflice confirm this 
statement. McPHEnsox, Chief of the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing. is authority for the state- 
ment from the records of his bureau as to the form 
in which the 7-30 notes were alone printed. Tie 
statement, therefore, by whomesoever made, that 
the 7-30 notes, or any portion of them, were issued 
by the Government as legel-tenders, or treated as 
such, receives the most emphatic denial that it is 
possible for oficial authority to give.
